A newspaper cutting re-produced 
in this week’s sheet describes the station as all 
Irish speaking and the first such station serving 
the Irish speaking population in Belfast. The 
operators were concerned about the lack of Irish 
language on the BBC and ILR. The frequencies 
are not detailed exactly, but stated as being 
between 1400 and 1600khz. 

Only PCRL heard in that area 
today, on 103.7/103.8mhz. The station appear 
to be on 24 hours and seven days per week, despite 
raids.

RADIO STATION NEWS - IRELAND. 

NOVA. This is where the action started this week. 
We left the story last week with the station asking 
for a new transmitter site. This was due to the 
fact that planning permission for Nova Park had 
been turned down. On Monday, on the 16.30, 17.00, 
18.00 and 19.00 news bulletins/summaries, an 
announcement was made to the effect that Radio 
Nova would close down on 31st March 1986. This 
was brought ^about by continued problems with 
the National Union of Journalists, it was stated. 
Nothing more was heard on the news bulletins 
for the rest of the week, but on Friday afternoon, 
a promo, read by Bob Gallico was heard and since 
then has been heard with increasing regularity. 
The content of same was thus:- "On Thursday 
March 27 th, all the professional broadcast 
equipment, currently in use, here at Radio Nova 
will be offered for sale by public auction, included, 
will be studios, audio processing equipment, 
antennas, transmitters and generators. It is sold 
as ’seen and heard’ and is all in working order. 
This package is deliberately being offered for 
sale, prior to Radio Nova’s official close-down 
on March 31st., to afford the purchaser the 
opportunity to continue trading without a break 
in continuity. The trading name of Radio Nova 
will also be offered for sale as a separate entity. 
Full details from P.B. Gunne Ltd, Auctioneers, 
Dublin, who have a full catalogue available.’’ 

Looking back in last year’s ’’WR’’, about 
this time, promos for AM stereo were being aired. 
This turned out to be nothing more than a elaborate 
April Fool. Interesting to note that this proposed 
close-down immediately precedes the 1st April! 
We await further developements. In the meantime, 
it has been reported that one of the station’s 
transmitting masts at Rathfarnham has been taken 
down. Programmes continue as normal. Sybil Fennell 
has been heard rather a lot during the past week, 
on news bulletins. Activity around 144 Upper 
Leeson Street, the home of the late ’’Magic 103’’, 
seems intense with various Nova personal being 
seen there. Yet further promos have been heard 
on the station advertising a ’Broadcasting School’ 
and giving out the Leeson Street telephone number. 
On the subject of broadcasting schools, late night 
listening during the week(to Radio Dublin) yielded 
yet another promo for such an organisation, this 
time with Tony Allan’s voice, and the Bay City 
Studios telephone number being given. At this 
rate, we are going to have no radio stations left 
in Dublin, and lots of broadcasting schools! 

Finally, has anyone got an FM recording 
of Declan Meehan doing the ET 40, some time 
ago. 

* OTHER DUBLIN NEWS. Excellent FM conditions 
of Monday evening last yielded lots of Dublin 
stations in FM, some in stereo, as usual. Heard 
were Nova(103.1), Sunshine(100.5 and 101.5), Bray 
Local Broadcasting(97.8), KISS FM(104.1 and 94.8 
[the first time the latter has been received here]), 
Q 102(102.1 and 103.5), Boyneside Radio(98.1) 


and Radio Dublin(98.8mhz.). Kiss were busy 
promoting their fund-raising for the Irish Society 
for Autistic Children. We hope to print the amount 
raised in a future ’’WR’’. 

CRYSTAL CITY SOUND by Ian Biggar. Crystal 
City Sound appeared in late 1985, following the 
demise of Suirside Radio, when boss Mick Daley 
decided to concentrate on other business interests. 
The other director decided to continue, using 
the transmitters om 1332khz., and 98,0mhz., FM, 
using the new name of Crystal City Sound. They 
improved the station 200%(as they say), and they 
feel that they provide a wider scope of interviews, 
country, classical, pop, jazz and Irish music, than 
rivals, Waterford Local Radio and ABC Radio. 
They claim the station’s Irish Show(Sundays 11.00 
till 14.00) is hugely popular and claims 95% of 

the audience at the time. A new jingle package 

was recently commissioned from Alfasound, to 
add to the sound of the station. Current 
broadcasting hours are seven days per week, 06.30 
till 02.00, and staff include Eddy Coady, Seamus 
Searson and Kevin McCarthy, all of whom are 

quite well known in Waterford. News is broadcast 
on the hour, and read by Sandra Penkert. Thanks 
to Sandra for the above info. 

The radio situation in Waterford is 

interesting in that there are three stations fighting 
for an audience which is not exactly enormous. 
ABC Radio are aiming for the younger age group, 
with their contempory hit format, whilst WLR 
are aiming for the older audience with programming 
to suit. Ian thinks that Crystal City Sound is trying 
to fit in between the other two’s formats. He 
also states that both CCS signals don’t quite come 
up to the standard of the other two stations, but 
did notice that the station had several commercials 
which is good, and a big improvement on the old 
Suirside Radio. 



BREFFNI RADIO from Kilnaleck, Co. Cavan, 
recently introducing FM to the service, split 
programming at 15.00 last Monday. The 1170khz., 
service continues with Country/Irish, whilst FM 
features pop music 24 hours. Frequency was 
96.55mhz., but this was moved to 95.6mhz., on 
Friday, reports Brian Buckley in Dungannon. Brian 
says that reception there was good, and he heard 
a number of requests read out, following the giving 
out of the telephone number(049) 36182. 










RADIO WEST. No news here, but confirmation 
from the station that the FM signal is in fact 
in mono, although the stereo light will be activated 
on radio sets. 

W.L.S. MUSIC RADIO in Galway, report 20th 
April start for Bob Kingsley's "Country Countdown". 
This follows March’s commencement of Casey 
Kasem's American Top 40 Show. Yet another 
new presenter has started, from City Centre Radio 
in Limerick, Benny Keene has joined and his 
currently hosting the 10.00 till 14.00 slot. A 
classical music programme has been introduced 
and can be heard 07.00 till 10.00(!) Saturdays. 
A re-vamped news service is on the cards, with 
'banner lines’ and sound effect accompanyment 
(like the old pirate news of the mid-sixties). 

New transmitters are due on the air shortly to 
cover the immediate listening area(FM). The short 
wave service apparently went up in smoke, so 
don’t bother tuning there at present. 

Finally, Aiden Cooney, ex Sunshine and 
Nova, has been heard on 'Sports’ on 0 102 . 

A loud hum on lOOSkhz., has been noted 
for a couple of weeks, here. Community Radio 
Wexford were on lOOSkhz., but it is not known 
is they are causing this noise. Programmes can 
be detected underneath the combination of hum 
and Hilversum. Further details would be 
appreciated. 

THE VOICE OF PEACE, No news from here again, 
this week, but it is known that a shortage of 
presenters prevails. Only four D,J,’s remain. 
These are to be joined in a matter of days by 
Richard Staines of ABC Radio in Waterford and 
Chris(The Boy) Pearson of Caroline fame, all 
being well. A transmitter engineer is still urgently 
needed to work on this station, if you know of 
one, please tell us. 

LASER. Still anchored in the River Stour, well 
it was at 15.00 Saturday, as we took a trip down 
to see it. We decided to go to the Ewarton Ness 
side, and got right down to the river side with 
the car. The tide was in and it was misty, but 
we saw it at a distance of about 200 yards. All 
looked well, a small generator could be heard 
and some movement was noted on the bridge. 
The masts and aerials were still intact, and we 
could clearly see the stack of stand-by masts, 
on the deck, along with the power-boat/dinghy 
attached to the derrick crane. It was sad to think 
this could be the last time we would see it.

Tuesday 
saw Mark Matthews exchanging slots with David 
Andrews. The new man, Tony Peters, heard in 
the early hours of Sunday morning last, on 558, 
has now settled into the 21.00 till 01.00 slot. 
963 sees Tom Anderson from 21.00 till 01.00 with 
Caroline Overdrive, and Fergie after this, the 
exception being last Friday night when Fergie 
did the first slot and Mark Matthews followed 
at 01.00. Dick Verheul(that looks wrongly spelt!) 
has been heard on Monique. 

LAND-BASED NEWS LIVERPOOL. Storeton 
Community Radio have re-appeared, no doubt 
to co-incide with their television appearance(BBC 
2, Thursday, 17.30). 1026khz., the channel, weaker 
than previously, but have been on each day since 
Wednesday. Exact times and shows will be known 
next week, when Liverpool logger Tim Jackson 
sends in his sheet. Radio Merseywaves with their

PCRL were logged by us yesterday 
on 103.6mhz., with a strong signal over a substantial 
area around this area. Reports suggest that the 
station may close down today due to problems 
with gigs, run in conjunction with the station. 
U.K. Radio on 104.2 and County on 94.1mhz., 
have both been logged in that area today. 

LONDON. A lack of stations in this area was 
noted by several readers early week, but today, 
Alan from Essex reports the following heard... 
Starpoint on 88.6, LWR on 92.5, Alice’s Restaurant 
on 93.0, Fame(although failed to ID), on 94.5 and 
LGR on 105.1mhz. 

BELFAST. Brian from this city tells us that the 
station mentioned in last week's report, was Radio 
Free Belfast and were heard on lOl.Omhz., FM 
and not AM as was reported on Nova news.

Spotlights were well and truly focused on this 
outfit this week, following last week's shock news that the station 
was to close on 31st March, and that an auction of equipment 
would be held on 27th March at Nova Park. The papers were 
full of stories(see cuttings) and, for the benefit of those not 
taking the cuttings, the later stories reported that 1. a rival (KISS 
FM) was interested in buying it, 2. the N.U.J. denied that they 
were responsible for the forced closure, and 3. Chris Cary himself, 
gave a lengthy interview which appeared in the Sunday Press 
newspaper. The most important newspaper article appeared 
also in the Sunday Press, when it was stated that an attempt 
was being made by Mrs Zena Brady to have a receiver appointed 
to Nova Media Services, the company which runs Radio Nova. 
Mrs Brady, holds a 26% shareholding in the company. If this 
attempt was successful, it would take place on Wednesday 19th 


Barry, another picket who re-joined, had left some time before. 
So, all the eight pickets were back together again. Reports 
suggested that there was very little equipment left at the 
transmitting site. Nova Park, although, all the items listed 
on the auctioneer's catalogue, were no doubt intact. The only 
unusual things noticed, were fewer than usual 'links' and the 
odd break in transmission from time to time. 

Wednesday morning dawned and Nova was heard just 
as usual, in fact no different to any other of the past days over 
the last 41 years. Sybil Fennell was missing, as was extended 
news at 13.00. Normal news, however, took it's place. Just before 
the 15.00 news, Colm Heyes made a request for Chris Cary 
or Tony McKenzie to contact the station. News, with Gary 
Hammill, appeared and again, the request was made. Suddenly, 
at this point, the FM went off for four seconds and returned 
with different, non stop music, whilst 738 am continued as normal. 
The FM was noted as being very good in power and quality, 
whereas, the AM was a bit ropey to say the least. Even in Dublin, 
listeners reported 'humming'. In the UK, it was hardly audible 
at times, and cannot have travelled very far inland at all. At 
16.55, it was announced, completely out of the blue, that Nova 
would close at 6.00pm. By 17.25, it was the tearjerking stuff, 
with all presenters going into the studio to say good-bye for 
the 'very last time'. Each played an appropriate record and 
said their good-byes. At four minutes to six, Chris Cary came 

on the air live, and said the following. "all the sqeaks, and 

the last day, as well, I'm Chris Cary, and I'd just like to say 
er, well, what can I really say? Everybody expects me to do 
something really amazing and outrageous and I promised 1 

wouldn't. How do I stop this .? (bang) right! I've got a nice 

little record I'll play at the end, which sums it all up. I'm rather 
pleased that the National Union of Journalists didn't have the 
opportunity to close us down, er,(laughs), it was another one 
that did it, but never mind, I suppose successful things are always 
tough to keep going, and you find being No 1 is one thing, in 
fact, most of the time, I was happy being No.2, because at No.l, 
there is nowhere else to go, and after five years, financially, 
I didn't make any money, but I had a hell of a good time as well, 
and there's a group of people, that are going to try and bring 
back Nova, they are, at the moment, trying to discuss a price 
with the receiver to buy it, and if they buy it, good luck to 
them, and I'm sure it will be as good, if not better than the 
station I tried to do, and, as I say, I couldn't do it alone, it took 
a lot of people to do this station, and it took very few to break 
it, and totally un-necessary, but, never mind. I'd also like to 
thank the Government, both Governments, in fact all three 
we've dealt with one and another, and they've allowed it to 
go on, and, through all our scrapes, er, I think you've got to 
accept the fact that you live in a great country, and that they've

Caroline or other places where I reached a certain level in what 
I could do. 1 think I worked out pretty quickly that I was not 
going to be a disc-jockey forever, and I could actually contribute 
to building stations, and that's what I'll probably do in the future, 
maybe not in Ireland, I think I might have burnt my boats here, 
but other countries are fairly interested in what I can do, so 
you know, thanks again. There is a record I want to play, 1 don't 
know which fader it is Tony(Mackenzie), is this the one?(laughs) 

I only built the place, I don't know how it works. It's a record 
that 1 think sums it up, it's a bit cheeky, a bit of fun. Bye". 
The record "Don't Waste My Time" by Paul Hardcastle was 
played, followed by a gap of a few seconds, then a Radio Nova 
jingle, for the very last time. The clock said exactly 18.03. 

At 18.08 the carrier was switched off, and the foreigner 
underneath eagerly sprang to life, and no doubt, in some far 
off place, someone remarked that the interference had ceased, 
and they were able to hear more clearly their station on 738khz. 

A quick check on the FM band, revealed non-stop music on 
103.1mhz. 

Apparently, Mrs Brady had got her injunction granted 
and the receivers had arrived at Nova Park studios midafternoon, 
hence the call made for senior staff. 

The place is now locked up and in the posession of the 
receiver, who will proceed to sell the lot at an early date. It 
is not known whether the original sale by P.B. Gunne will be 
allowed to go ahead, or the receiver will authorise another 
sale. 

At 21.30 that evening, it was decided to telephone a 
Dublin number, where it was thought some presenters may have 
oeen. We spoke to Tony McKenzie who seemed very down, 
aaturally. We were told that Chris was there, 'wrapping things 
jp'. Tony stated that he had bought the FM transmitter and 
it was he who had switched it on, rather than leave an empty 
channeUfor a competitor to steal!), but for how long he could 
Keep it on would be anyones's guess. Probably till the money 
ran out. He stated that he would be attempting to get a station 
on the air, but at this stage, seemed bewildered by it all. We 
offered our condolences and hung up. 

At 22.10, only minutes later, the unidentified station 
mnounced completely out of the blue "ZOOM 103" and proceeded 
10 do same at regular intervals. Some time later, it was reported 
that an announcer was heard and he said "welcome to Zoom 
103, the new Nova". 

The following morning, we switched on our radios, not 
sure what to expect. To our complete surprise, full programming 
was heard on lOS.lmhz., with John O'Hara and Bob Gallico, 
followed by Tony McKenzie, Colm Heyes, George Talbot, Richard 
Jackson and Paul Cavanagh, along with Gary Ham mill on news. 
No mention of Nova has been made since, everything is "ZOOM". , 
Zoom news. Zoom area weather. Zoom traffic reports. Zoom 
listeners Top Ten etc., etc. Missing is Chris Cary, an AM service 
and adverts., although from 21.30 on Thursday evening, some 
locaKnon agency adverts have been noted). Throughout Friday, 
these adverts have increased in number. 

And so ends another era in the exciting world of free 
radio. The last 99 issues of Weekly Report have always had 
Nova top of the list of Irish stations. Next week will see Q 102 
on the top of that list. But what of the future? As Robbie 
Dale once said "I don't think this is the end" and guess what, 
neither do we, in fact, it could only be the start. Watch this^ 
space to see if the new station "Zooms" to the top of that list! 

For the benefit of people out of the Nova listening area, 
who read "WR", or listen to stations who relay the information 
contained herein, we have included on the back page, alongside 
the auctioneers 'catalogue', a potted history of Nova, from 
June 1981 till March 1986. 

Q 102. Without doubt, a very excited station this week, as not 
only becoming more and more listened to and successful on 
its account, the closure of its major rival, whether or not it / 
returns as something else, can only mean a considerable increase 
in advertising revenue. Agencies will be very wary about 
advertising with a new station, and they will have to prove 
that they are here to stay, and in a big way, before they even 
consider placing their customer's money with them. Hence, 

Q can only expect increased advertising at this stage. 

The station's All Time Top 50 looks like being a great 
success and is due to be aired on Easter Monday by Scott Williams 
at about 14.00 or 15.00 for 2/3 hours. Comment from one or 


two people indicates that this broadcasting time would appear 
to be a bit late in the day, and the station may be better airing 
it at say mid-day. Listeners write or phone in with their favourite 
three records. These are then analysed and the Top 50 will be 
the result. 

Another big competition being run at the moment is the 
£50,000 Cash Bonanza in conjunction with Abrakebabra(a fast 
food outlet). Listeners collect a special joint promotion car 
sticker from the fast food place, which they display in their 
car. Twice a day, car numbers are read out and the lucky driver 
gets £50.00. Space permitting, we will re-produce one of these 
stickers next week. 

"Eye In The Sky" was grounded due to adverse weather 
on one day last week. This operation from 08.30 till 09.00 each 
morning seems a tremendous success, despite competitors 'ripping 
it off, and it just did not seem the same the other morning, 
with Mike Hogan running around town and sending messages 
from call boxes. Fiat cars are the sponsors on this one, and 
Celtic Helicopters provide the transport. It is not thought that 
the latest venture by a rival, "Zoom Patrol" will in any way 
threaten Q's success with "Eye". 

Apologies time. We stated last week, that Aiden Cooney 
had been heard on Q sports, following a report from a Dublin 
listener. Apparently the listener was mistaken and tells us that 
it was, in fact, John Kenny. 

SUNSHINE RADIO. Another happy station this week. They were 
heard to announce No.l ! Surveys will show who is where, unless 
of course, RTE commission them, in which case, RTE come 
out on top(naturally). It must be pointed out that RTE take 
the whole country into consideration, then, say they have more 
listeners than Nova, Q or Sunshine, which they will have, of 
course. Sunshine station manager, Pat Courteney wrote a nice 
letter about this matter, which the Evening Herald promptly 
printed(see cuttings). Well done Pat. 

Sunshine is certainly the No. 1 signal into the U.K., 
and has been for some time. Reports come from a great area 
of the U.K. and not just the West coast. Audio quality is, as 
always, excellent. 

KISS FM. Yet another station all excited this week. They even 
offered to buy Nova's name etc., and hoped to give jobs to many 
of the Nova staff. (They would have to improve their AM 
transmissions before they did anything else, as the lllGkhz., 
brpadcasts are abysmal). The FM transmissions are good though, 
and we can receive both 94.8 and 104.1mhz., when conditions 
permit, here in Blackpool. However, the station continues on 
a very regular basis, and their recent fund-raising events have 
been most successful(more later, hopefully, about this). 

THE REST OF THE STATIONS IN DUBLIN.( in brief). Radio 
Avelon has closed down, but heard lately have been the 
following... Hospital Radio on 96.3, County Sounds on 104.9, 
Radio Rainbow on 104.5, Radio Galaxy on 1530khz., plus lots 
of others, un-identified, some just playing non-stop music, others 
relaying Sunshine, Radio 1{RTE) and Boyneside Radio. 

MIDLAND RADIO . This is the name of a proposed new station 
in Mullingar, about to go on the air. Both AM and stereo FM 
are planned, although exact frequencies are yet not 
known,(1485khz., was mentioned for AM, but due to Radio 
Merseyside using it, plus the fact that RTE say they want it, 
it is not thought it will be this). The broadcasts are to be made 
from a fitted out portakabin beside a well-known garage in 
Mullingar. A country and western format is planned. Apparently 
the proposed station is a breakaway from Radio West and includes 
Colm Mac and Dave Murphy who used to present a very popular 
Irish Ceili programme every Sunday. 

CENTRE RADIO , a fairly new station broadcasting on lOO.Omhz., 
FM from Prosperous(about 8 miles from Naas, Co. Kildare) 
continue. Radio West presenter, Niall McGowan is doing adverts 
and voice-overs for the station. The signal, however, is not 
too strong, and can only be heard with some difficulty in Naas. 
K.C. RADIO (Kildare Community Radio), broadcasting on 
1413khz., locally from Naas, have a change in line-up. Presenter 
Chris Murray has returned and has taken over the 16.00 till 
18.00 slot, each afternoon. 

RADIO WEST. Reports say the station has been received locally 
on 100.3mhz., but others say the station can be picked up all 
along the FM band, so this is probably the case here. They seem 
to have a settled line-up at last(not before time!) and it is... 
07.00 -Phil Hilton, 10.00 Niall McGowan, 14.00 Willie Hart, 
18.00 Mike McCartney. 

CAVAN COMMUNITY' RADIO. Ollie Clarke hosted his last 
show on 'I'ucsday 4th March and other presenters are now filling 
in for him. 

BREFFNI CENTRAL. Work is still progressing at this station 












to add a further 30 feet to the mast. They hope to be back soon 
on 1035khz., as before. 

NORTH WEST COMMUNITY RADIO. In addition to 1116khz. 
AM and the link on 98.1 khz., 103.5mhz., has now been introduced. 
CARLOW. A new station, as yet un-named may soon be heard 
from this town. Two frequencies have been mentioned, 1359khz., 
and 1296khz. AM. 

BRRFFNl COMMUNITY RADIO . This station is now operating 
two services, one on AM, llTOkhz., and the other, quite separate, 
on 95.6mhz. FM. The move from 96.6mhz., was made following 
a call from RTE who said they wanted that frequency(they 
seem to want everything!). Former Cavan Community Radio 
presenter, Ollie Clarke, has joined the station, and his voice 
has been heard with some programmes, including requests, 
although loop tapes have been heard at other times. Further 
presenters are being advertised for on the station. Apparently, 
both signals are getting out far and wide, the FM has been heard 
in Kildare and throughout a great part of Northern Ireland. 
The station are seeking reception reports for either service 
and will reply, they tell us. These reports can be sent to ourselves, 
marking the envelope "Breffni Report" and sent to P.O. Box 
539 etc. Following some short periods off the air, a second 
studio is now in use for the split services. 

A million thanks to everyone this week, including Jason, 
Jeff, Sean, Joe, Jane, Andy, Scott, Tony, Phil, Peter, Miles, 
Brian, Derek and many more, for all the info. 

OFFSIIORE....TI1E VOICE OF PEACE. Little news from this 
area, apart from the station iias been off all week, as the vessel 
has been in dry-dock in Haifa. Apparently, they sailed on Friday 
and presumably are now back on the air. Presenters are down 
to four temporarily(Dave Asher, Peter Jeffries, David Shearer 
and Keith Lewis). New presenters, Chris Pearson and Richard 
Staines are due out there shortly. 

THE MI AMIGO. Six years last Thursday(20th) since she sank, 
and she is still sitting there, on the sand-bank, her aerial sticking 
up proudly, out of the water. We had planned to re-produce 
a recent photo of it, but due to space, will have to shelve this 
idea till next year. 

THE LASER SHIP. Offers are still pouring in to the Admiralty 
Marshall, we presume, although one outfit has been scotched, 
so to speak, according to ILR 'Severn Sound' last Friday, who 
reported...."plans to moor a former pirate radio ship in Gloucester 
docks, as a floating arts centre, have been scuppered because 
it is twenty feet too long. Tory and Liberal councillors seized 
upon the problems of the length of the ship, called 
'Communicator', as an example of trying to push through the 
prospective purchase, without thinking it out. The Communicator 
is at Harwich at the moment, where it was seized by the 
Admiralty putting in with engine problems. The bid for her 
must be in by early April, and the Labour group on the Policy 
committee wanted approval to spend £59,000 on buying the 
boat, if a survey found it suitable. Leading councillors were 
to make the final decision, but Liberal and Tory councillors 
bridled at the lack of full costing on the re-fit and how much 
land-based works could cost, and then the committee was told 
that it was twenty feet longer than the only mooring British 
Waterways would allow at present. Despite a battle by the Labour 
group to have discussions with the Waterways to find another 
mooring, the scheme was rejected. It's the second boat plan 
to be torpedoed by the council. Mooring problems sank plans 
to bring in a ship called 'Romney Marsh' ". That report from 
Pete Evans. 

STEREO HITS. Some problems seem to have been encountered 
with the final preparation of this project. It is understood that 
the DTI may well have put some pressure on the Spanish Ministry 
and last Thursday, they told the owners that final preparations 
must be completed elsewhere and that work must cease 
immediately, which it apparently has. The aerial is reported 
to be still lying on the dock, alongside the vessel. Rabat in 
Morocco has been mentioned. A number of well-known names 
have been linked with this operation. 

CAROLINE. Last Monday dawned and to our surprise, who was 
heard but John Lewis, just calling himself 'Johnnie' (again). 
Apparently the seas were calm last weekend and John went 
out along with Jennie McKenzie. Tom Anderson came off at 
this stage.

Tony Peters, 01.00 Jennie McKenzie. 

On 963khz., after 'Viewpoint', 21.00 Fergie McNeil and 
at 01.00 Stevie Lane(not sure about the spelling, but a young 
lady, who had been on board for some days before). 

On news was Fergie McNeil in the morning and on Monique, 
in the afternoon, Peter Philips. 

Despite roughish seas this weekend, a further tender has 


been out and Kevin Turner was noted at 13.00 yesterday, 
(Sfiturday). As yet, it is not apparent who else is off/on. 

A number of people have written in saying how they 
like Mark Matthews style of presentation. Mark of course, is 
an old hand, having been involved in Radio Caroline Short Wave 
in the early '80's, along with Freddie Archer, Dave Caine, Stuart 
Atkinson and company. 

LAND-BASED STATIONS. LIVERPOOL. As always. Radio 
Merseywaves continues with it's four day weekend format, on 
1242khz. Also heard over the weekend, Storeton Community 
Radio on 1026khz., Mersey FM on 102.9mhz., and SWR, last 
night at 00.30, on 100.8mhz., announcing lOlFM, with a Miss 
'C. Tim Jackson, in his last weekend report, also mentioned 
Radios Julie, Concept and WFM, all around 104mhz. Radio 
Veronica tell us that they have tested on SW, on 6275khz(see 
last week's logs). Further tests are expected. FM service 
presenter, Richard Jackson has left and been replaced by Chris 
Vernon. The station still has a number of T - shirts left. Red 
or blue, all sizes, for £3.75 inc P & P., from 81 Lark Lane, 
Liverpool 17.

ELSEWHERE....A Sunshine Radio was logged in East Kent area, 
around Canterbury, on 9th March, on '200m' 96.2mhz FM, from 
mid-day till 19.00. Radio 225 from Wolverhampton, on 1332khz., 
have been noted, and relayed the closing hours of Radio PCRL 
last Sunday. Further news from Shropshire....The Sunshine 

Radio Documentary Tape, mentioned recently, can be got from 
this address....!

On Sunday, 30th March, Sean and Phil Hilton were heard with 
a "free radio programme" at 11.30 BST. The programme was 
done 'live' unlike many others, and they obviously had no script. 
However, it came over very welKat least it was clearly audible, 
unlike short wave stations), although the local audience could 
well have been confused, as to what they were on about. The 
main theme of the programme centred around going around 
the dial and reporting on what they could receive there, then 
commenting on same. The idea seemed very good, but they 
ran out of time and had to rush the last bit. Maybe they should 
have run it for a full hour and included more music to break 
it up a bit and satisfy the local listeners, or run it at a time 
when the signal would carry well, via sky-wave, into Europe, 
say, during darkness hours. 

BREFFNl COMMUNITY RADIO. The station's "Channel 2" 
operation has suffered with a few problems of late. These are 
mainly...lack of presenters, problems with harmonics and damage, 
caused by recent storms. However, the station is currently 
on the air, on 95.6mhz., and the owners believe it can do well, 
being the first station to play just popular, rather than 
Irish/Country music, in Co. Cavan. As a result, hand-bills, 
informing people of it's existence, are being distributed. We 
shall re-produce one, space permitting, as soon as possible. 

In the meantime, normal programmes continue on Breffni's 
medium wave outlet of 1170khz. 


BOYNESIDE RADIO. A big increase in power on their 98.1mhz., 
transmitter(Drogheda) has been noticed during the week. Tlie 
signal now compares favourably with Q 102 and Sunshine Radio, 
here in Blackpool. However, the choice of frequency is not 
the best as far as we are concerned, as emergency services 
seem to use this spot in this area. However, Boyneside have 
plans to move this tranmsitter to lOO.lkhz., with the 98.1 moving 
to the Kells site with the 99.1 still being used as a link in Drogheda 
Town. 

RADIO DUBLIN. Reports from the city say that this station’s 
famous aerial array(it resembled Radio Caroline's Mi Arnigo 
mast plus lots more wires!) has been taken down and moved 
to another site. The reason is not known, but with the problems 
Nova had with planning permission recently, it could well be 
the same in this case. The station's 1188khz transmissions are 
definitely much weaker than of late, and listening to the station,it 
is obvious that they are going through a transitionary period. 
New Tony Allan promos for the station mention "a new sound 
Radio Dublin". 

CAPITOL RADIO. Although not often mentioned in these columns, 
due to keeping 'themselves to themselves', this station seems 
to have closed down. It has only been noted missing recently, 
but no reports of its close are at hand. The station, although 
difficult to hear in the U.K., on 1035khz., due to other U.K. 
stations on same, had two excellent FM outlets in Dublin city, 
and was a most pleasant station to listen to at most times. 
Reports on Radio West today, indicated that famous aerial 
man, Sammy Prendergast has bought their transmitter{s) and 
intends to operate a low powered outfit called Liberty Radio 
or similar name, at some future time. 

OTHER STATIONS(in brief). Lots of action as always on the 
FM band in Dublin, with stations popping up and relaying other 
stations, and even doing their own programmes from time to 
time. Notably, these are....one on 104.5mhz., Hospital Radio 
on 96.3mhz., one on 106.2mhz., County Sounds on 104.7mhz., 
Radio Rainbow on 104.5mhz., Southside Radio on 104.5mhz. 
and 106.2mhz. It is not known whether the transmissions on 
the same frequencies are connected at all, or whether they 
are separate transmitters. 

THE VOICE OF PEACE. Still reporting a shortage of staff, 
following the departure of Dave James, Greg Fairlie and Ralph 
Lister, the station should be back to normal soon with the arrival 
of Richard Staines and Chris(The Boy) Pearson. The ship has 
been in dry dock for a number of days last week but one, and 
has been de-barnicled and re-painted and all the cracks and 
holes in the hull mended(So, they won't sink now!). The lads 
say they have some fine pictures of it in the dry dock, so we 
expect they will send us one to re-print in some future edition. 
Life on board, during this 'in dock' period, was apparently very 
boring for some,and the lads are now glad to be back out at 
sea.

Still making the news, this ship, believe it or not, dragged 
anchor and drifted on to a mud bank last Monday(24th). At the 
time, two tugs were understood to be attempting to pull it clear, 
but in the end left it until the next morning when it was 
successfully pulled clear and taken back to it's original anchorage. 
Trips out to the ship for prospective purchasers to view same, 
were temporarily suspended, but we now understand that these 
have resumed once again. April 8th is the date when all offers 
must be in, in order to be considered. The latest clause, recently 

added to The Admiralty Marshal's 'conditions of sale* reads. 

"14. The buyer hereby covenants with the Admiralty Marshal 
that neither the vessel nor her equipment will be used for the 
purpose of illegal broadcasting". This clause appears rather 
vague, to say the least. It seems to infer that the ship and gear 
were broadcasting illegally before, which is, of course, untrue.

The proposed programme dedicated to 'Buster' Pearson, 
promised for some time, is apparently going to be aired during 
'Viewpoint' on Tuesday, 1st April. 

New versions of several existing commercials have been 
noted of late, along with a promo, with an American voice, 
for prospective advertisers to contact the New York office, 
by letter or telephone. The comercials do sound a lot more 
professional than the early versions. 

No special programmes were noted over Easter, although, 
having said that, we were not able to listen at all times. It is 
not likely that many visitors made the trip out to the Ross 
Revenge, due to 'rough' seas at most times, however, 'calm' 
seas were reported on Monday lunch-time, so some trips may 
have * ventured out there, if you remember back, last Easter 
was very similar, with rough seas over the whole period. 

No major breaks in transmission have been noted, except 
for Inst Friday evening, when it was reported that 558 went 
off for a period, and on return the strength of the signal was 
greatly reduced. It nows appears to be back to normal, however. 


LAND-BASED STATIONS. LIVERPOOL. RADIO MERSEY WAVES. 
As reported last week, the station continued to run a four day 
week-end, Friday, Saturday, Sunday and Monday. However, 
according to reports heard on the station itself, over this last 
weekend, it appeared that the station had been raided some 
time during the week, by the DTI, and the studio equipment 
confiscated. The facts were related during station owner, Burt 
Williams's programme on Sunday afternoon, and were....on 
Tuesday morning, the 'studio' premises were visited by the Police 
on another matter, and seeing the equipment all set up(but 
not in operation as the station was not on the air), reported 
the matter to their superiors, who, in turn informed the DTI 
of their 'find'. The DTI, then appeared and removed several 
items of equipment, including two decks, a mixer unit, a tape 
machine and some leads. It does not appear from what was 
said, that anyone was arrested on this occasion. Burt dedicated 
a record to the DTI and their informants(Little Piggies by the 
Beatles), and said they had some of their favourite food for 
them in buckets, there, but as it might be a bit messy, also 
had some funnels to feed them with. Unfortunately, this food 
had gone mouldy, he stated, as they had expected them a long 
time ago. 

Merseywaves continued despite this set-back, using make- 
do equipment and experiencing a number of minor problems. 
The station also appeared on 1188khz., in parallel, on Friday, 
with a much weaker signal than the 1242khz., one, and was 
probably inaudible out of the immediate area, due to Radio 
Dublin on the same channel. On Saturday and Sunday, this second 
channel was changed to 981khz.(305m announced), with a strength 
almost equalling 1242, although off channel. This has since 
disappeared also. 

Other medium wave stations heard over the weekend, 
were Storeton Community Radio on 1026khz., with a fair signal, 
but with audio not quite as high as it used to be, and Central 
Radio on 1404khz., making a return to the airwaves. 

Due to poor FM conditions, no FM stations have been 
logged here this weekend, however in his Liverpool Report for 
last weekend, Tim Jackson, once again, mentions Radio Julie 
on 104.8mhz., Mersey FM on 103.0mhz., Concept Radio on 
104.4mhz. and KISS FM on 102.7mhz. He also thought that 
Commodore Radio may have been on, on Friday night, but he 
did not note them himself. 

Finally in this area. Radio Annabelle was apparently 
not on air last Sunday, and the operator hoped to be, over this 
weekend, although no reports, one way or the other, are at 
hand. This station broadcasts to the North Wales area on 92.4mhz. 
MIDLANDS. PCRL, following their announced close-down, last 
Sunday but one, re-appeared on Wednesday, again on 103.6mhz., 
with an excellent signal in the area, our reporter tells us. They 
are apparently back on 24 hours/seven days operation again. 
COUNTY RADIO on 94.2, with some audio problems, and on 
105.2 on Saturday morning only, were also noted over the 
weekend. This station was also broadcasting in parallel, on 
1190khz., over the weekend, and was actually received here 
in Blackpool, despite Radio Dublin on 1188khz.

The broadcast was pre-recorded, and all gear only, 
was taken. They hope to return for Easter Sunday(no reports 
as yet), on lOSmhz., from 12.00 till 19.00 BST. Their address 
is 32 South Road, Newhaven, Sussex. 

Still in the South, a new station called Radio Veronica 
(not another!) was logged locally on lOS.Smhz., with a strong 
signal between 18.00 and 19.05 on 23rd March. They gave out 
an address of P.O. Box 427, Eastbourne. 

ABC Radio hopes to broadcast on Easter Sunday from 
19.00 till 21.00 BST., to Eastbourne on 91.0 and 105.3mhz. Their 
address is 28 Clyde Park, Hailsham, East Sussex.
